DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Objections 

1 . Claim 1 8 is objected to because of the following informalities: line 5, the term 
"having and end" should be changed to -having an end-. Appropriate correction is 
required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351 (a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

3. Claims 1-23 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Lee. 
Lee discloses a fusing roller 110 (Fig. 4) in an image forming apparatus 

comprising a roller body 1 12; a heating coil 113 a mounted within the roller body (Fig. 4) 
and generating a resistance heat when power is supplied to (Col. 4, line 64); and a 
terminal block 400 connected to the heating coil to supply an external power to the 
heating coil (Fig. 10); wherein the heating coil is wound and welded at one side of the 
terminal block (Fig. 10). 

Lee further discloses the heating coil is connected to the terminal block by laser 
welding or by two-sided spot welding (Col. 8, line 24); the terminal block having a partial 
slit at one side and the heating coil is wound around the slit (see notch on reference 
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502, Fig. 11); a heating pipe 112; an expandable pipe 114 provided within the heating 
pipe (Fig. 3); the heating coil 1 1 3 provided between the heating pipe and the 
expandable pipe (Fig. 3); an outer insulator 640 provided between the heating pipe and 
the heating coil (Fig. 12); an inner insulator 304 provided between the expandable pipe 
and the heating coil (Fig. 9); a connecting end 402 member having an end section and a 
slit section spaced apart from each other (Fig. 10).
